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A Gigantic Deal 

A syndicate has been organized 
with headquarters in Chicago, to 
purchase 20,000,000 acres in Gaut- 
emala, Honduras and‘, Nicaragua. 
It is at present purely a Chicago 
syndicate. but two or three Kansas 
City capitalists will be let into the 
deal. The deal is practically closed, 
and within the next eight or ten 
days acommittee will start south 
to investigate the titles. About 
$10,000 has been: raised to pay the 
expenses of the party and the cost 
of examining the records. Not 
only is the price to be paid very 
low, but the payments are easy, re- 
quiring a comparatively small out- 
lay of cash at the start. 

This vast tract can be reached by 
a three days’ trip in steamers from 
New Orleans, and is not, therefore, 
as many may suppose, in an out-of- 
the-way quarter of the globe. The 
land in Honduras is especially 
adapted for grazing purposes, and 
it will not be many years until the 
great stockmen of the world will 
be looking to that section for their 
ranges. Theland has never passed 
from the hands of the government 
and is what is known as virgin soil. 
The future of Honduras as a graz- 
ing country is very promising.| A 
The land in Nicaragua is especially 
valuable on account of the vast 
amount of fine timber it contains. 
The Gautemala tract embraced in 
the big deal is supposed to contain 
a vast amount of gold and silver, 
and is a splendid banana growing 
district. 
Negotiations for the purchase of 
the land have been in progress for 
some time, and were engineered 
by a gentleman now residing in 
New York, but who formerly lived 
in Central America, and figured 
extensively in the politics of that 
country.

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Harly Maturity of Steers. 
The question of the early matur- 
ity of beeves, says the Iowa State 
Register, is becoming the settled 
policy of beef raisers. At the Kan- 
sas City Fat Stock Show, all steers 
over three years old were ruled 
out, as aclass of cattle not to be 
encouraged by premiums at shows. 
The far greater profit in early ma- 
tured steers is shown in the in- 
crease per day from birth to day of 
exhibition, at all shows. At Kan- 
sas City in the class of steers not 
over two years, there were 28 head 
exhibited, of which 24 head aver- 
aged a gain in weight of over two 
pounds per day for their entire 
age, and only four fell but slightly 
short ef two pounds. Of the 20 
exhibited under one-year-old, but 
all near it, none fell below two 
pounds of increase per day, but six 
increased over three pounds per 
day, and one, the youngest of the 
lot,being only 212 days old,weighed | , 
750 pounds, or 3.54 peunds per day. 
All of the other 20 went over two 
pounds per day. There is money

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_ “PE copper interest is looking up 
somewhat on the Pacific coast. The 
recent sharp advance in the price 
of the metal has caused renewed in- 
terest to be taken in many mines 
that have lain idle for years. Ne- 
vada is known to contain many 
fir-t-class copper mines, In Es- 
meralda county, netably, there are 
very many copper mines, some 
fully prospected and opened ready 
for producing the metal, and others 
in such condition that very little 


capital will place them in shape tot 


be worked profitably. In the old 
Santa Fe district, near Luning, on 
the line of the Carson and Colorado 
railroad, there are actually moun- 
tains of copper that need only a 
little money and labor expended 
upon them in order to make them 
produce wonderfully. Around 
Hawthoroe there have beeu some 
new copper mines recently found 
whieb bid fair to produce in paying 
quantities. The Ludwig mine, in 
Mason- Valley, bas produced tons 
upon tons of copper, and it has not 
been fairly prospected yet. In 
many places Nye county vast 
lodes of copper lie unnoticed; but 
that region isso far from railroad 
commiunication that they have 
been considered worthless. How- 
ever, the building of the Southern 
Nevada railway through that now 
remote region, will briug those 
mines into notice and make them 
valuable. Inthe northern part of 
Washoe county copper has been 
found in quantities, ard with the 
coming Spring, when the reduction 
works here will be ready to handle 
that class of ore, the mines of that 
eection will have an opportunity, 
never before offered, to have its 
ore reduced 80 cloze to the place of 
extraction that all the returns will 
. not be eaten up by the high freight 
charged on iong shipments. In 
short, if the price of copper remains

ACCIDENT AT PRANKTOWN. 


Mrs. T. A. Read and a Young 
Daughter of John D. Winters 
Severely Injured by the Explo- 
sion of a Water Heater. 
Yesterday morning at the old 
Captain Dall ranch, in Washoe 
Valley a serious accident oceurred 
by which Mrs. T. A. Read and a 
litle daughter of John D. Winters 
were seriously injured. The morn- 
ing was exceedingly cold and a bot 
fire had been started in the cooking 
range. This range has a castiron 
boiler, or heating apparatus in the 
back part, which held, probably, 
sixty gallons «uf .water. While 


Mrs. Read was stooping over to look 
into the oveu of the range, this 
castiron heater exploded with ter- 
rific force, Fragments of the heater 
were thrown in every direction, but 
fortuoately the greater part passed 
over Mra. Read’s head and com- 
pletely wrecked the wall, Some 
rtions of it struck ber, however, 
reaking her right arm between the 
elbow and shoulder, aud the steam- 
ing water flew all over her and 
scalded her very severely. Mr. 
Winter's daughter, a girlof nine 
years, was also standing by the 
range, and when the explosion took 
place many of the flying fragments 
struck ber with full force. er left 
arm was broken, and also her left 
leg. Both breake are very serious 
being compound and cum minuted 
fractures. She was also badly 
scalded. Both the injured persons 
are suffering very mueh, Dr, Daw- 
son was sent for and has made them 
as comfortable as possibie under 
the circumstances. The fact that

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KELLY PARDONED. 


An Old Renoite Regains Mis Lib- 
erty.

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News from the East. 

A. B. Miller, the well-known 
stockman of Elko, arrived here this 
morning with 127 head of beef cat- 
tle, which he will feed for market. 
‘In conversation with a GAZETTE 
reporter he gave a gloomy account 
of the outlook in the LEast-' 
ern part of the State, and 
confirmed the opinion recently 
given in this paper that a 
heavy loss of cattle there can 
be counted on this Winter. Sheep 
have devastated the ranges in that 
locality to such an extent that cat- 
tle cannot exist, and several large 
owners bave driven their stock to 
White Pine county, where feed is 
abundant and the ranges are still 
a portion of the public do-| 
main. He states that Hunter 
Brothers have driven 2,000 head 
here, and other cattlemen are fol- 
lowing their exampie, He also 
states that the day of 
good pa-turage on the ranges of the 
Eastern part of the State is past, 
and that he is sincere in his opin- 
ion the fact that he has brought 
cattle here to feed for market is suf- 
ficient evidence. 
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Woodburn’s Silver Bill. 
Representative Woodburn haa 
introduced a bill in the House to 
amend the silver coinage Jaw. As 
the law exists it provides for the 
coinage of not less than two million 


nor more than four million of stand- 
ard silver dollars montbly. Wood- 
burn’s bill fixes the minimum of 
coinage at four million per month. 
During the past fiscal year the 
Government coined thirty-four 
million silver dollars. For the first 
time since the passage of the Act, 
the minimum of coinage allowed 
was exaggerated and that by ten 
million. Mr. Woodburn says, if 
his propos»d amendment is adopted, 
it will absorb in coinage the entire 
silver production of the country, 
and only» exceed fourteen million 
what was coined this year.
